by Vice President Marshall, who pointed 
out some of the things which, in his 
opinion, led to a lessenmg of the influ- 
ence of the press in moulding public 
opinion.

Washington, June 25.—Speculation aa 
to the grace with which ofincers will ac- 
cept Secretary Daniels' order banishing 
intoxicants from Uncle Sam's navj'-, in- 
crease as the "wet" days draw to a 
close. 
The order becomes effective July 
1. 
Thereafter 
no 
officer 
may have 
liquor on shipboard or on any naval 
reservation. 


"All orders to be reasonably 
inter- 
preted," said Secretary Daniels today 
when asked what is to be done with 
liquor which happens to be on ship 
.when day breaks next Wednesday. 
The 
secretary added that he did not expect 
his officers to feed the contraband goods 
to Neptune. 


The phrase of the new order of things 
is important because some of the ships 
have 
been 
accustomed 
to 
procure a 
year's wine mess at ono time. 
Espe- 
cially is this true of a vessel on for- 
eign cruise. 
It therefore is expected 
that the lid will be clamped down tight 
at midnight of Jime 30 on all naval res- 
ervations and on ships in home waters. 
Vessels in foreign service will be given 
a reasonable time in which to disem- 
bark their tabooed cargoes.

Dashes Into Politics Nine 


Hours After Landing 


from Europe. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., June 25.—Colonel 
Roosevelt plunged today into what lie 
expects to be the hardest political cam- 
paign he has ever undertaken. 
He lost 
no time in getting into action. 
Nine 
hours after he stepped on shore at Oys- 
ter Bay, following his midnight 
trip 
from New York harbor, he was back in 
his library at Sagamore Hill, starting 
the machinery. 
His 
secretary 
came 
from New York last night to be on hand 
early in the day and at 10 o'clock Col- 
onel Roosevelt was dictating letters and 
telegrams at full speed. 


Tlie queston whether Colonel Roose- 
velt is in fit condition physically for a 
hard speech-making 
campaign, whicli 
recently has caused so much concern to 
progressive leaders, gave the 
colonel 
no worry at all. 


"I never felt better in my life," he 
said. 
He added, -however, 
that his 
throat had been giving him some trou- 
ble and there lies the chief danger of. 
being incapacitated for the campaign. 
He intends to make fewer speeches in 
each state than in former years, but to 
adhere to his plan of covering the coun- 
try from coast to coast. 


There is a marked change today in 
Colonel 
Roosevelt's 
appearance 
from 
the time he set sail for Europe on May 
30. 
He gained in weight during his 
visit and his face is rounder and more 
ruddy, but he is still far from posses- 
sing the strength and vigor to which he 
was accustomed in former years. 
He 
finds that long hours of hard work tire 
him. 
Whether he will bp able to carry 
out the program he has outlined for the 
next four months depen'ds upon his pro- 
gress during the next few weeks. 
He 
felt confident today 
that 
during the 
months of July and August, most of 
which he expects to spend at home, he 
will be able to recover completely from 
the enervating effects of the jungle fev- 
er, and that by the time he is ready to 
begin his long campaign trips he will 
have the strength for them.

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Fire Inspection 
Results. 


Figures given out by the Indiana State Fire Preven- 
Ition association at a recent meeting held at Lafayette, are 
•not only striking as they affect that city, but illuminaing 
to other Indiana cities as weU. The fire prevention folk, 
sin the course of their sojourn at Lafayette, made an 
inspection of 356 business houses of all kinds in that city 
with a particular reference to conditions affecting fire 
hazards. In 194 of these 356 cases, or more than haK of 
the total, defects were found that conduce to the starting 
.and spread of fii-e. 


Most of us believe that we are careful as regards 
fire, and we are inclined to dispute charges of either care- 
lessness or wilful negligence in this regard. Remember- 
ing this, it is rather startling to be told that on an aver- 
age in a prominent and attractive Indiana city every 
.other business house is to a degree a fire-trap. The con- 
dition may well be called alarming, and that more numer- 
ous and more extensive fires do not visit these cities is 
due rather more to good luck and to efficient fire-fighting 
details than to any systematic effort at prevention. It is 
interesting to note that in the Lafayette inspections rub- 
bish was found to be the greatest menace, while defective 
eelctrical wiring and defective heating systems figured 
- prominently as conditions for condemnation. 


We believe there has been in the past few years an 
awakening to the necessity of fire prevention as well as 
fixe protection. It has been noticable in Fort Wayne, 
and, we presume, in other Indiana cities as well. There 
have been preachments, inspections and other educational 
effort, but it is apparent from the Lafayette case that we 
are still a long distance from perfection in the'^matter of 
fire hazards. If the crusade is to be effective, it must be 
continued unremittingly^ Perhaps the bulk of this work 
will naturally fall upon the insurance men, and it is evi- 
dent that they have a pretty continuous job ahead of them.

Atlajitic City, June 25.—Operations 
on the human heart are soon to be a 
reality. 
This was the promise piactic- 
ally assured today in a paper read be- 
fore the American Medical association 
by Dr. Axel 
Wereliua, 
of 6725 Con- 
stance avenue, Chicago, and was baaed 
upon heart 
operations 
performed by 
him on 102 animals. 


It is believed as a resuft of these ex- 
periments which were detailed by Dr. 
Werelius that injuries may be healed 
and diseases of the heart may be cured 
through the facts learned through the 
series of experiments. Leading physi- 
cians of the country discussed the paper 
and joined in the belief that operations 
now considered too 
dangerous 
to at- 
tempt soon may be performed with 
safety. 


The research was 
undertaken 
by 
Dr. Werelius 
thoroughly 
to test 
the 
practicability of sujrgical interference 
of the heart and lungs in the human, 
not only in cases of injuries, but in ail- 
ments of these organs that are hope- 
lessly beyond the reach of 
ordinary 
medical aid. . 


Work of the Surgßon. 
It was demonstrated that abnormal- 
ities of the heart such as a narrow op- 
ening between two chajnbers could be 
corrected surgically, and that conditions 
which are found in a so-called "blue 
baby," now absolutely hopeless, could 
be made safe by surgical means. 
Dr. 
Werelius found when the heart was 
working poorly as the result of grave 
injuries that the heart sac should be 
widely opened in order to give the heart 
perfect freedom of action. 
He found 
that if this was not done the result 
was fatal. 


Every nook and cranny of the chest 
was reached with comparative east and 
safety. 
Entire 
heart 
sacs 
were re- 
moved with practically no disturbance 
and new ones were made from tissues 
covering the intestines. 


Wounds Quickly Healed. 
Stab wounds entirely through the 
heart caused only temporary tumultu- 
ous heart action. When knife punctures 
were sewed they healed rapidly. Studies 
of the heart action were made by plac- 
ing the 
»tethoflcope 
directly 
on the 
heart. 


Dr. Werelius cut off the windpipe m 
the chest and reunited it. 
This experi- 
ment he found to be far more difficult 
and dangerous than the heart opera 
tions. 


Dr. Werelius' said that most of the 
heart operations in the paßt had been 
performed in 
Europe, 
practically 
jn 
Germany and France. He said the flrat 
successful operation Of the heart was 
performed by a German surgeon in 1888.

The federals were reported, to have 
dynamited many buildings of the city 
before evacuating, slaying many of A^'il- 
la's troops who had occupied the build- 
ings in the street 
fighting. 


Villa's Account of It. 


General Villa himself gave the fol- 
lowing account of the battle: 


"After four days hard attacks today 
was the 
decisive 
one. 
The 
enemy, 
numbering 14,000, commanded by Me- 
dina Barron .and five other 
generals, 
were defeated completely by my forces 
which was aided effectively by General 
ISTatera's men. 
Up to this moment we 
have 5,000 prisoners, twelve cannon, nine 
trains, two carloads of rifle amniunition 
and 
cannon 
shells 
and nearly 
six 
thousand 
Matiser 
rifles 
and a 
large 
quantity of provisions and other muni- 
tions of war. 


"The enemy who escaped went in the 
direction of Aguas Calientes after dyna- 
miting the postoflfice, the state treas- 
urer's office and other buildings. 
The 
explosions killed many of our men and 
destroyed part of the city. 
The dead 
of 
the 
enemy 
number 
about 
4,000 
and 2,000 wounded. 


"On our part we 
can not tell 
the 
losses of the battle which lasted for 
five consecutive days but I think there 
are not more than 
500 dead and 800 
wounded. 
Among the latter are Gener- 
als Herrera and Rodriguez, who were 
severely wounded. 
Our artillery oper- 
ated splendidly. 
The federals destroyed 
every fort, the last being EI Grillo."

There were also invohmtary proceed- 
ings, which sought the appointment of 
difi'erent receivers and alleged that the 
company 
was 
insolvent. 
These 
pro- 
ceedings were instituted by small cred- 
itors. 


"The petition in the Eames suit," said 
John T. McGovern, attorney for these 
creditors, "alleges present inability to 
pay debts, but does not allege absolute 
insolvency. 
The answer of the com- 
pany admits this present inability. Our 
petition, however, alleges absolute insol- 
vency. 
In their answer they will prob- 
ably deny that they are insolvent; but 
we will seek to have different receivers 
appointed to protect our clients, un- 
less in a reorganization proceeding 
a 
satisfactory adjustment is made of their 
claims." 


Biggest Mercantile Disaster. 
Receivers Martindale 
and 
Juilliard 
said that , the failure M;as of such tre- 
mendous proportions that it would be 
several weeks before it would be possi- 
ble to know where they stand. 


Though the failure 
is 
perhaps tho 
most important in the history of the 
dry goods trade in this country. New 
York bankers predicted that the chief 
and perhaps only potent general effect 
will be temporary demoralization in the 
dry goods trade. 


Announcement of the failure caused a 
general decline in the opening of the 
stock market, but losses were not heavy 
and succeeding transactions caused a 
reaction to some extent. 
Influential 
banking interests said 
that, in their 
opinion, the retail houses in the Claflin 
conti'ol 
were 
financially 
sound. 
All 
were inclined to describe the crash, how- 
ever, as the biggest mercantile disaster 
the country has ever known. 


John Claflin has been associated with 
the dry goods business for more than 
forty years. He is regarded as the A. T. 
Stewart of his time. 
At the age of 20 
he entered the employ of his father's 
firm, then known as H. B. Claflin & 
Co. 
Three years, later he became a 
member of the firm and in 1890 'forrned 
the corporation which went under to- 
day. He is a trustee of many financial 
and charitable organizations.

New York, June 25.—Receivers were 
named today for the vast 
wholesale 
dry goo<ls establishment of the H. B. 
Claflin Company. 
Associated companies 
wore not involved. 


The receivers were named as a result 
of a suit in equity filed in the district 
court. 
Judge Learned Hand named as 
receivers Joseph P. Martindale, presi- 
dent of the Chemical National bank, and 
Frederick A. Juilliard, a member of the 
firm of A. B. Juilliard & Company, un- 
der bonds of $500,000 each. 


The H. B. Claflin Company, of which 
John .Claflin is president, was organized 
in 1890 to conduct a wholesale dry goods 
business. 
It is controlled by the Asso- 
ciated Merchants' company, which is in 
turn controlled by the United Dry Goods 
Companies. 


The Controlling Concern. 


The 
United Dry Goods Companies 
were incorporated under the laws of 
Delaware, May 21, 1909, to consolidate 
the dry goods interests of John Claflin 
in New York and otjier cities. the com- 
pany acquired in exchange for $9,813,- 
000 of its common stock a like amount 
of the capital stock of-^the Associated 
Merchants'. company, giving it a ma- 
jority, the latter already having con- 
trol of the following companies:

He said that he had 
never felt better despite the fact that 
on the return voyage he suifered two 
severe chills.

Thé colonel, following his ai-rival in 
New York harbor last night, in conver- 
sation and 
in a

statement, touched on subjects or large 
interest in both national and progressive 
politics. 


Defense for Perkins. 


In his talk he spoke of the attempt 
to read George W. Perkins out of the 
progressive party. 


"Mr. Perkins has been, on the while/' 
he said, "the most useful member of the 
progressive party." 


After enumerating some of the things 
Mr. Perkins had done, Mr. Roosevelt 
said: 
"As for reading him out of the 
party, \yhen that is done the.y will have 
to read me out too." 


His prepared statement denounced the 
Colombian treaty with its proposed pay- 
ment 
of $25,000,000 to 
Colombia 
be- 
cause of the Panama canal as "the be- 
lated payment of 
blackmail, with 
an 
apology to the blackmailers," and said 
that the handling of our foreign affairs 
by 
President 
Wilson 
and 
Secretary 
Bryftn htts been such as to make the 
United States "a figure of fun in the in- 
ternational world." 


On the Canal Isstie. 


If the proposed treaty is right, C?ol. 
Roosevelt said, the presence of the Uni- 
ted States in Panama is 
wrong 
and 
Panama should therefore be restored to 
Colombia and the United States should 
abandon the zone. 
In 
his 
statement 
Col. Roosevelt said in part: 


"The payment of $25,000,000 to Co- 
lombia together with the expression of 
what is in effect an apology for our hav- 
ing secured the right to build the Pan- 
ama canal, is merely the belated pay- 
ment of blackmail with an apology to 
the 
blackmailers. 
If 
this 
proposed 
treaty submitted by President Wilson 
through Mr. Bryan is right, then our 
presence on the isthmus is wrong. 
In 
such case Panama should a t once be 
restored to Colombia and we should stop 
work on the canal and abandon the place 
bag and baggage. 
There should be no 
half way measures. 
If we as a nation 
have been guilty of theft we shotild not 
pay blackmail. 


"The handling of our foisign aflTairs 
by 
President 
Wilson 
and 
Secretary 
Bryan has been such as to make the 
United States a figure of fun in the in- 
ternational world. 
This proposed Co- 
lombian treaty caps the climax, and if 
ratified Avill rightly render us an object 
of contemptuous derision to every great 
nation. 
In view of its submission 
to 
the congress I wish to call attention to 
exactly what was done under my ad- 
ministration. 
Because of the action of 
that administration, the people of the 
United States acquired what they could 
by no other means have acquired, the 
right to build the Panama canal. 
In 
190.3 it was still doubtful whether we 
Tv-ould adopt the Mcaraguan or the Pan- 
ama route. 
The government of Colom- 
bia was exceedingly anxious that we 
should adopt the latter and offered to 
arrange, and did arrange, a treaty with 
us in order to prevent our going to ISTic- 
aragua. 
Partly in consideration of this 
treaty wé abandoned neegotiations with 
Nicaragua. 
We acted in good faith and 
the course of action we thereby entered 
upon was conditioned upon their pro- 
posal and their promise. 
It was our 
right, and also our duty to our own peo- 
ple and to the rest of the world, to ex- 
act the performance of this promise. 


"For four himdred years 
there had 
been conversation about the need of the 
Panama canal. 
The timf 
for further 
conversation had passed, the 
time 
to 
translate words into deeds had come. If 
I had followed President Wilson's policy 
of 'watchful waiting' it would have in- 
sured half a century of additional con- 
versation, and the canal would still be 
in the dim future. 
And it is only be- 
cause the then administration acted pre- 
cisely as it did act that we now have 
the Panama canal."

AT LEAGUE IDEA 


Discredited Owner Gives a 
Distorted Opinion of 
Situation. 


Pittsburg, THne 25.—News of organized 
bail's pians to combat tlie Federal leagiue 
by assembling still another major league 
out of 
áismembered 
pieces of the two 
great 
minor leagues, 
tiie 
International 
and 
American association, 
provoked 
a 
suort of amused indignation from Presi- 
dent Edward G. Gwinner, oí the Pittsburg 
i'ederal league club, yesteraay. 


"I really don't think sucii a plan feas- 
ible," explained the locai magnate. 
"I 
think such a program if carried through 
would do 'US more good than harm, aad 
WQuid rouse such a storm of indignation 
in' the minors that the 
National 
and 
American leagues, including tiie men who 
control organized ball, would be worse off 
tiian they are now. 


"Besides it will take some time to put a 
fourth big league in the held, and by that 
time we'll be so flrmly intrenched that 
we ll be able to withstand all assaults. We 
are gaingiiig ground all the time and it 
will Lake fcxiraordinary measures to make 
ua back up." 


Business Manager William A. McCul- 
lougli united with his superior oiîicer in 
ridiculing the latest move of the estab- 
lished empire on the baseball chtds board. 
He said that such a plan if carried out 
would shake the organiza-tion to its very 
loundation and quite probably bring the 
structure down about the ears of tlie men 
who have built it up. 


"The organization shows a noble form 
of consistency in planning a fourth big 
league, doesn't itV" asiced McCullough. 
"Until Friday night we heard it asserted 
by every magnate in organized ball that 
there was no room for a third big league, 
and this they said in the face of our most 
auspicious beginning. 


"Then, all at once, they seem to see 
that there is a demand for a fourth big 
league—^for that is what the new move 
calls for, as we are the third major cir- 
cuit—and propose putting it in the field 
at the expense of dismantling two great 
minor organisations that are very little 
inferior to the two dominating bodies.

ing to the report of your honorable com- 
mittee to the honorable common council 
of the city of Fort Wayne, tunder date of 
May 26, 1914, this company begs to say 
that it and its official staff are always 
glad to discuss with any of the officials 
of the citv, or any of its citizens, any 
matters relating to the improvement of 
its service and regrets that they did not 
have the opportunity of discussing with 
you the matters complained of before the 
making of yottr report. 


This company is a t all times not only 
willing, but anxious to give to the people 
of Fort Wayne the best and safest serv- 
ice in the operation of its cars that it Is 
able to do within its financial ability and 
under its operating conditions. 
While a 
street railroad has been operating in the 
city Bince 1872, not a 
single 
company 
owning or operating the lines in the city 
has ever been able to pay a dividend to 
any of its Btockholdere, except for the 
period of one and one-half years, during 
which time a dividend was paid on Its 
preferred stock only. It must therefore 
be apparent that although the operation 
of a street railroad system In this city 
has been greatly beneficial to the people 
and an important factor In the upbuilding 


of the city, yet it has not been profitable 
to the people owning the lines. 


No. 1—Transfer 
System. 


At the time the new type of cars were 
purchased and placed in service we had 
expected to establish the systeni of giving 
transfers ^ n l y when fares were paid, but 
On account of our not- having fare boxes 
we" found that the conductor would not 
have time to give transfers in addition to 
taking fares, making change and selling 
tickets, therefore this part of the program 
was postponed until such time as fare 
boxes were provided. 
With the installing 
of the fare boxes the general rule was es- 
tablished that transfers would be Issued 
only a t the time of paying fare. 
This is 
not, by any means, a new rule in the op- 
eration- of city railway systems. I t ie In 
vogue in every city where 
prepayment 
type of cars are operated, notably in Chi- 
cago, Cleveland, Detroit, Pittsburg, Buffa- 
lo and many other oitles. 
With the pre- 
payment type of .car it is Impossible to 
furnish transfers to passengers when they 
get off the car, as the time of the con- 
ductor a t transfer points is taken up with 
the passengers boarding the car. 
When 
this 
rule was inaugurated, 
conductors 
were instructed to furnish transfers a t 
the time fare? were paid and signs to this 
effect were placed on the fare 
boxes 
where they could i*eadily be seen by pas- 
sengers. 
Conductors were also instructed 
that in case passengers failed to request 
transfers upon paying fai-es, they would 
be given transfers a t transfer corner by 
dispatcher located a t that point. 
There 
were a number of complaints 
regarding 
this system when it was first put into ef- 
fect, due primarily to the fact that it was 
a change in the fori.V.3r system, but the 
number of complaints has been greatly re- 
duced with the carrying out of this rule 
until a t the present time we have very 
few if any complaints on this question, be- 
cause the public have become acquainted 
and now appreciate the safety and con- 
venience in facilitating traffic. In addi- 
tion, all condu»:ors are now 
instructed 
to Inquire of passengers when they pay 
their "fares whether or not they 
wish 
transfers. 
This rule we believe will elim- 
inate the ouestion of further complaints 
on this subject. 
The question of facili- 
tating traffic and the safety of passen- 
gers in boarding 
and alighting is of 
greatest Importance and for this reason 
the present rule regarding transfers has 
been estabhshed. 
The 'use of the prepay- 
ment type of car by this company has al- 
most entirely 
eliminated 
boarding 
and 
aliahting accidents. 
No. 2—Transfers 
Belnq 
Good 
Only on 


First Car Leaving Point of Transfer 
The object of a transfer is to give con- 
tinuous travel for the passenger to his 
point of destination. 
The franchise of 
the company only requires transfers to be 
given to a car that connects a t point of 
transfer, or if no connecting car, to the 
first 
car leaving the transfer point. It 
is necessary that this rule be enforced 
in order to prevent abuse of the transfer 
privilege. 


The average number of passengers per 
car is less than two-thirds of the seating 
capa-city of the cars. 
People are rarely 
required to stand, except a t the peak load 
hour, when a large proportion of the pas- 
sengers are riding to or from their hom.es 
at the same hour. 
This is a condition 
that no street railroad company has ever 
been able to avid and one that the pub- 
lic service commission recognizes is un- 
avoidable in any city. 
No. 
3—Equipment 
of Cárs 
W i t h A i r 
Brakes. 


All single truck city cars in regular 
service in Fort Wayne are equipped Avith 
Peacock hand brakes, which are the latest 
and most improved style of hand brake 
known in the street railway business and 
from an operating standpoint we contend 
that the hand 
brake is more 
efficient 
than the air brake on a single truck car 
weighing 24,000 pounds or less, and espe- 
cially when the tracks are slippery from 
mud, snow and leaves. 
The air brakes on 
the present nineteen new oars operated 
in Fort Wayne were put on in order to 
demonstrate whether there was any par- 
ticular advantage in using air brakes on 
this type of car. 
On a single truck car 
the conditions are vastly different from 
the conditions existing on a double truck 
car. due to the fact that on a single truck 
car the brake suspension and the posi- 
tion of the brake shoes on the wheels are 
changed with the loading of the car, while 
on a double truck car the suspension re- 
mains practically rigid, due to the fact 
that the brakes are suspended from the 
truck, which is not materially 
changed 
with the loading of the car. 
Oux experi- 
ence has convinced us that single truck 
city cars can be stopped a s efficiently by 
hand brakes as by air and when the track 
Is slippery, more readily by the hand 
brake. 
With the heavy interurban 
and 
steam railroad cars we consider, the air 
brakes are essential to safety. 
The best 
evidence that air brakes are not prefer- 
able on the single truck city cars is that 
in few cities are such cars equipped with 
air brakes. 
The Westinghouse Aid Brake 
company, probably the authority on air 
brakes in this country, absolutely refused 
to consider the question of putting air 
brakes on the single truck cars when the 
matter was taken up with them, and I be- 
lieve that the question of the advisability 
of equipping singe truck cars with air 
brakes might best be decided by having 
a test made and if necessary having ex- 
perts from the air brake companies tes- 
tify as to the vahie of air brakes on such 
cars. 
"Safety first" is our slogan, and we 
will be glad to submit this question to 
any disinterested expert. 


Jacks on City Car«. 


The question of jacks being carried on 
citv cars, which naturally would be op- 
erated bv conductors and motormen in 
case of an accident, must be viewed in 
our opinion from a humanitarian 
stand- 
point a s well as a practical one. 
In case 
of an accident where a jack Is neded to 
relieve the conditions It has been found 
that car crews are more or less excited 
and therefore are not in a position to 
operate the jacks efficiently. In order to 
raise a single truck city car, it is neces- 
sarv that the jacks be set under one of 
the' four corners of the car and ordinary 
jacks such a.s could be carried on the cars 
would not be large enough to permit of 
the raising of the car and trucks with one 
operation. It would therefore mean that 
a jack set on the pavement, which would 
be practically level with the top of t h e 
rail, would not any more than take up 
the springs until the Jack wo^uld reach its 
highest point. 
It would then be neces- 
sary to have blocking in order to hold the 
car body in this position until the jack 
could be reset. 
The trucks on a single 
truck car are attached directly to the car 
1 ody and in order to raise a car the trucks 
as well a s the car body must be lifted, 
and in the excitement to release a per- 
son who might be under the car there 
would be more danger of the car being 
dropped when the jack was being changed 
and the conditions made more dangerous 
than if the car had not been lifted. 


In order to take care of just such con- 
ditions 
we have established a work car 
which is held at Chestnut street bams. 
This car is always leaded with jacks and 
blocking (f different sizes and experienced 


men in the handling of jacks are always 
available at the shops to go out on this 
car upo.i call, and on account of our abil- 
ity to carry blocking and such other ap- 
paratus needed we are in a better position 
to take care of the raising of cars or put- 
ting cars on the track than if jacks were 
placed on each individual car. 
No. 
4—Schedule for Operation of City 
Cars. 


All lines are being operated at the pres- 
ent time with what, in our opinion, is a 
sufficient number of cars to handle the 
present 
traffic. 
The base 
schedule on 
lines is from 10 to 12 minutes, with extra 
cars on these lines when needed, reducing 
the headway on the heaviest lines during 
the rush hours to 8 minutes, although our 
franchise only requires " a schedule time 
not to exceed 15 minutes apart each way." 
No. 5—Placing of Signs on Rear of Cars. 


On all cars that a r e operated 
from 
both ends signs are provided showing the 
destination of the cai in either direction. 
When the new pay-as-you-enter cars were 
placed in service, signs were placed only 
in the front end of the cars, a s the cars 
are cnly operated In one direction, and in 
addition signs were placed on the sides 
of the cars for the convenience of passen- 
gers. 
We can not see that there would 
be any advantage in having signs on the 
rear end under the present operation. 
No. 6—Operation of Doors on Pay-Enter 
Cars. 
j 


The front doors of these cars are not 1 
locked nor fastened and are operated by 
the motorman or conductor, and any pas- 
senger can easily operate them by mov- 
ing a lever. 
They were made to swing in. • 
due to the fact that if they were to swing ^ 
out their operation would be dangerous 
on account of passing vehicles and passen- 
gers. 
As an additional safety, there is 
provided a rear door. which is so made 
that it can be operated either by the con- 
ductor or motorman from their position j 
in the front of the car, or by a passenger, 
by simply lifting a latch which 
permits 
the door to swing out so the doors can 
easily be opened a t any time in case of 
an accident. 


Our new cars are the latest and most 
up-to-date cars we could buy and are not, : 
we respectfully submit, in violation of any 
statute of Indiana; if they are, then every 
railroad 
that 
operates 
closed 
vestibule 
cars are violating the same law. 


The near side pay-as-you-enter 
street 
railroad 
cars and the closed 
vestibule 
steam railroad cars are among the great- 
est modern inventions for the safety and 
comfort of the traveling public and we 
sincerely trust that there is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the public to cause the 
abandonment of either.

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Fire Inspection Results. 


Figures given out by the Indiana State Fire Preven- 


tion association at a recent meeting held at Lafayette, are 
not only striking as they affect that city, but illuminaing 
to other Indiana cities as well. The fire prevention folk, 
in the course of their sojourn at Lafayette, made an 
inspection of 356 business houses (if all kinds in that city 
with a particular reference to conditions affecting fire 
hazards. In 194 of these 356 cases, or more than half of 
the total, defects were found that conduce to the starting 
and spread of fire. 


Most of us believe that we are careful as regards 


fire, and we are inclined to dispute charges of either care- 
lessness or wilful negligence in this regard. 
Remember- 


ing this, it is rather startling to he told that on an aver- 
age in a prominent and attractive Indiana city every 
other business house is to a degree a fire-trap. The con- 
dition may well be called alarming, and that more numer- 
ous and more extensive fires do not visit these cities is 
due rather more to good luck and to efficient fire-fighting 
details than to any systematic effort at prevention. It is 
interesting to note that in tin- Lafayette inspections rub- 
bish was found to be the greatest menace, while defective 
eelctrical wiring and defective heating systems figured 
prominently as conditions for condemnation. 


We believe there has been in the past few years an 


awakening to the necessity of fire prevention as well as 
fire protection. It has been noticuble in Fort Wayne, 
and, we presume, in other Indiana cities as well. There 
have been preachments, inspections and other educational 
effort, but it is apparent from the Lafayette case that we 
are still a long distance from perfection in the matter of 
fire hazards. If the crusade is to be effective, it must be 
continued unremittingly. Perhaps the bulk of this work 
will naturally fall upon the insurance men, and it is evi- 
dent that they have a pretty continuous job ahead of them.

In case 
of an accident where a Jack la neded to 
relieve the conditions It has been found 
that car crews nre more or less excited 
and therefore are not In a position to 
operate, the jacks cfliclently.

has given the following version o£ th« 
affair to the chief of police: 


"I had nothing to do with Waldo's 


death. It was entirely an accident. He 
had b«cn drinking and when he loft my 
iipartment* he was under the influonoe 
of liquor. 
He stumbled and fell down 


stairs. I heard him fall. He lay at tho 
bottom and I hurried down to him. I 
shook him and spoke to him, but he ap 
peored to be dead. Blood was trickling 
from his ear. 


'I for an Instant did not know what 


to do. I thought of notifying the po- 
lice, and then it flashed through my 
mind that I might be compromised if I 
lid so. I dreaded the notoriety that I 
inew would follow. Something seemtd 
to impel me to pick up Waldo and car- 
ry him out on the sidewalk. 
I took 


him in my arms, opened the lobby door, 
looked ovt, saw no one, and hurried out 
with him. I dropped him on the sido- 
walk and ran back, locking the inner 
lobby door. 
Then I got a cloth and 


tried to wipe up the bloodstains. 
I 


took Waldo's and ,with some of my 
own clothing, which had become blood- 
stained, and threw it into my clothes 
cheat. Then I washed myself, put on a 
iathrobo and lay down. 


"My only reason for doing this was 


to escape the notoriety that would fol- 
rrw. I realize now that I made a great 
mistake."
